Tho’ in the boaft of proud philofophy 
we caniot command the elements, we 
have much in our power to diminith 
their influence. It does not require any 
great fhare of chimical information to 
know, that all animal and vegetable bo- 
cies are compofed of the fame elemen- 
tary principles, which, when united by 
the hand of ALMIGHTY Power, maket 
men gr trees, but when diffolving into 
their original elements by the proceis of 
putrefaction, and returning to that duft 
from whence they {prung, they kecome 
psifons to living men, and under parti- 
cular circumftances to all other animals, 
and even to the vegetable creation. 

Whether we give this noxious element 
the name of Agotic or Septic Gas, it can 
be of little confequence; it will be e- 


nough for us to prevent the putrefadtive’ 


procefs from doing injury by covering 
all (uch bodies with our mother earth, 
before putrefaction commences, or when 
that is not practicable, to arreft its pro- 
gtcls by applying fuch materials, as will 
attract and neutralize the poifon, and 
make it harmiefs. 

Ic will affuredly be doing a great deal 
in this our town, if we can prevent all 
noxious exhalations from a ton er two nf 
excrementitious and ‘other matters daily 
dépofited, which muit confiderably con- 
tribute to affect the health of our inha- 
Litaats relaxed by the heats now prevaii- 
ing. This much effected, we fhal} be

Fhe means of PREVENTION, which I 
beg leave to fuggeft, are thefe, that all 
houfe-keepers fliould: be particularly at- 
tentive to cleanlinefs in their families, 
and have their lodgiag rooms white-wath- 
edas foon as pollibic, (for lime will dt- 
tract the noxious gas conftantly re{pired 
from cur lungs and exhaled from our 
bodies,) and to carefully itrew common 
wood athes about their yards and in their 
cellars, and whenever any thing is depo- 
fited within their enclofures which can 
[undergo putrefaction, but-morce particu- 
larly once in threc or four days to cover 
the excrementitious matter in the privies 
with the beft unflaked athes, (the flaked 
athes may an{wer the other purpotes. ) 

I obferve, that lime “is tecommended 
in all our cities to be thrown ‘into their 
privics, but with what fuperior advan- 
tage to afhes, I cannot conceive, unlefs 
that it is more'in the power of the citi- 
zens. Here lime would be expenfive, 
and not always to be had for mone 
Agreeably to the table of Chemical A ffri- 
ties, the Vegetable Alkali, which is ob- 
tained from wood afhes, has a greater at- 
traction to all acids, than. calcarious 
earths, (lime) or any ather Alkali; of 
courfe alhes are more powerful than lime 
in neutralizing the acid of putrefaction, 
ot lepton. - - 

“Every y perfon may fatisfy himfelf, how 
far thefe obfervations are-foudded in fa& 
by fprinkling as much wood athes on the 
puti cid exerementitious matters in his 
privy as will cover them over one inch; 
and be convinced, that the putrid offen. 
five fmeli will inftantly ceale. 

“If this experiment is founded in truth, 
ake ¢ every individual to feela degree 
of zeali putting a {top to the abomina- 
ble ftench, with: which our nofes are dai- 
ly-affailed, when we are walking the 
ftreets ? ‘Let us then j join with one con- 
fent, and endeavour to leffen the evils of 
human life, and not to fuffer ourfelves 
and families to run the rifk of becoming 

he victims of difcafes,; which it is in our 
power to prevent; for be. aflured, * an 
ounce of prevention is worth a valt ‘deal 
morethan a pound of cure.”
